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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for January, February, and March, 1922. 


January.—January was an extremely dry month throughout the greater part of the State, no 
rain at all being recorded at the majority of stations. In the tropics the de‘ciencies were greatest, 
extending to 6-87 inches at Derby. The usual summer rains were pronounced only in the East and 
North Kimberley districts, and even there Turkey Creek alone reported an excess above the average 
for previous years. A few moderate falls reached Westward as far as Fitzroy, and on the 6th of the 
month some thunderstorms fell in the inland De Grey country, in the neighbourhood of Marble Bar ; 
otherwise the gaugings were few and insignificant. 

Turning to Southern areas, it was noted that the rainfall was practically confined to three dates— 
the 21st, 25th, and 30th. On the two earlier occasions light showers visited the South-West Coast, 
extending to a few scattered agricultural centres, while the close of the month was productive of 
some thundershowers through the Coolgardie Goldfields. With the exception of Kanowna and 
three localities in the extreme South the aggregate falls were all below the average. 

The continued bsence of rain in the North-West, although giving some grounds for anxiety, is 
by no means unusual, and good February and March rains have been recorded during previous seasons 
which have opened quite as inauspiciously. In West Kimberley the shortage was much more serious. 
Broome experienced the driest January on record, while at De by a smaller total had been recorded 
only once, and at Fitzroy only on three occasions since the inception of rainfall records. 


February.—Vhe distribution of rainfall during the early half of February was similar in character 
to that of the previous month, and in general what gaugings were effected were the result of scattered 
thunderstorms, or of trivial South-West coastal showers. The most important fall during this period 
occurred on the Ist, affecting the Eastern fringe of the Coolgardie Goldfields, and extending, presum- 
ably, some distance into the unoccupied country beyond. The maximum registration was 1-62 inches 
at Kookynie. 

On the 14th the weather systems began to assume a more vigorous type. Thunderstorms revived 
in Kimberley, and a pronounced Southern depression brought up some showers to the South-West 
Coast and parts of the agricultural country. In the North the rain gradually improved until the 
24th, when 24-hour registrations of 5 inches were made at Broome and La Grange Bay. It then ex- 
tended Southward through the interior as far as Mundiwindi, and subsequently cleared away rapidly, 
leaving the North-West Coast practically unafiected except for a local downpour of 2) inches at Port 
Hedland. 

In the meantime thundery weather had developed in the South, and rains fell in various parts 
from the 23rd to the end of the month. ‘The falls were very variable, being heaviest over the Central 
portions of the Coastal and agricultural districts, where the averages were exceeded by more or less 
substantial amounts while, on the other hand, the Gascoyne Coast was practically rainless. 

Apart from a few isolated localities, the only other area where the monthly averages were 
exceeded, was West Kimberley, with the adjoinmg Halls Creek district, and part of the North-West 
interior. In these regions the excesses ranged up to 9-30 inches at Derby. These were off-set by 
pronounced defects at Wyndham and Turkey Creek (where, however, satisfactory falls occurred in 
January), and the great majority of North-West Coastal stations. In the latter instance the prolonged 
absence of rain was beginning to assume a serious aspect. 


March.—Vhe main feature of the March rainfall was the development of extensive rains in the 
tropics and interior. The principal source of the tropical rains was an extensive disturbance which 
first appeared over Cambridge Gulf on the 10th. Commencing at Wyndham, heavy downpours 
gradually extended as far as Fitzroy Crossing, but further Westward only occasional showers 0¢- 
curred. Eventually the system, continuing its Westward progress, was lost sight of, but an active 
off-shoot moved on to the North-West Coast, where rain commenced on the 17th, gradually becoming 
general in the North-West districts, and subsequently extending through the Gascoyne and Goldfields, 
with many heavy falls, chiefly on the 21st and 26th. Fine inland rains had previously fallen on the 
Ist and 2nd, when the agricultural districts, and, to a lesser extent, coastal areas, also participated. 

Although the rains in the North-W.st, following as they did upon prolonged dry conditions, were 
very acceptable, the averages were not reached in the majority of cases. On the West Kimberley 

Coast, between Wallal and Derby, the month was, in fact, unusually dry ; but over the remainder 
of the Kimberley districts it was exceptionally wet, Turkey Creek and Hall’s Creek recording the 
highest totals ever registered during March. 

Through the Goldfields the aggregate falls were also remarkably large, but fell, nevertheless, 
far short of the phenomenal totals of March, 1917. Throughout the Eastern and Great Southern 
wheat areas the averages were exceeded in the opening days of the month, while the majority of 
stations in the West Gascoyne and extreme South-West also showed excesses, but along the coast 
between Perth and Geraldton, and inland to the Midland Country, the rainfall was very sparse.
